Now, look 
at this statement taking the statistics of 
the treasury of the United States, begin- 
ninrwith the year of IBM, the number 
of national banks of that year was 184, 
with an authorized capital of 116,000,000. 
From that year to the year of 1«>1 the 
number of banks increased to 4048 with 
an authorized capital f«iKr s 4(»,l 82 of this 
number of banks 791 passed into volun- 
tary laudation and 104 were insolvent, 
leaving 8,0*4 going banks.' TLe bonded 
debt of the government at that time was 
something over a billion and a hall dol- 
lars. One-third of this bonded inbebUd- 
ness being in the hands of the bunkers.

Now for what Senator Vest said in re- 
gard to the first national bank of New 
York City, organized in 1W14 with a cap- 
ital stock of $MW,000 in IN) years has real- 
ised a net profit of $10,000,000 which Is 
80 per cent, on original fiOO.OOO for 
twenty-five years. Now remember that 
national banks are banks of deposit and 
of discount by both of which processes 
they may make gains very large. Mains 
sometimes when they catch a fellow in a 
pinch.

Fourth. -The Post says that fre 
coinage "means that the farmer win 
sells his wheat at BO cents per bushe 
shall accept in payment silver at doubt 
market price." This means that tin 
real value received by the farmer for hi 
wheat would he only M cents per bush 
el in money of full value— like gold, for 
nee. The Tost, pretending to 
answer the contention of the silverites 
that free silver would benefit the debtor 
class, says, "Kentucky is not a poverty 
stricken state and it is not disposed to 
compromise what debts it owes at 50 
cento on the dollar." According to this 
brilliant process of reasoning, free coin- 
age of silver at 10 to 1 would make 
money 50 per cent, cheaper. If it does 
lean this, how could the people of 
Kentucky pay their debts with 50 cents 
on the dollar? And, if mouey 

' I 50 per cent, cheaper, farmers 
would sell their wheat for $1 per bushel 
instead of 50 cento, their corn for 00 
cento instead of ISO cento and all other 

sin tho same proportion. If 
why not? 

Fifth.-The Post, like all single stand- 
ard advocates, believes we should never 
have any increase in the volume of 
money to keep pace with the increase of 
population and business. The volume 
of money that sufficed for 1,500,000 peo- 
ple of Kentucky nearly a score of years 
ago the Post thinks ought to Millie • for 
the 2,000,000 people we have now aud 
also for the 2,500,000 we shall have ten 
years hence. This means confiscation of 
the property of the debtor classes. For 
tbe increasing population, money to do 
business with, is as absolutely Indisaen- 
sible as it is for the' original population. 
This increase in the number of people 
competing for money increases the price) 
of money, or in other words, decreases 
the price of every thing bought with 
money. If the price of money increases 
at the ratio of 5 per cent, per anuiiir, 
all debts, taxes and public burdens grow 
heavier aud harder at the rate of exactly 
5 per cent, per annum. We never hear

The Young Soldier Ambitious to Shine us 
An Author. 



WRITES A HISTORY OF CORSICA 

Seeks a Publisher In Vain. Revisits His 
Native Land. Despotic Treatment 
of His Kinsfolk.

Tho Insurrection in Lyons quelled II- 
■elf before the arrival of Lieutenant 
Bonaparte's contingent. Tiio municipal 
Ity proved Itself sufficiently strong to 
put down tli" insurgents « itliout the as- 
sistance of tlio military arm. Fighting 
there was none. Napoleon's company, 
arriving in clue time, was stationed in 
thecity for a mouth. It was a small be- 
ginning of war for him who was des- 
tined, with less than a decade, to lead a 
victorious army over tho Alps into Italy. 

Tho disturbance ut Lyons pnt a dato 
to Bonaparte's career at Vnlonca Ho 
had remained in that place from tho fall 
of 178(5 to August of 1787. This period 
of twenty-three moiitns, though obscure 
in its manifestations, was ono of the 
most important in his life. It was the 
transition from youth to early manhood. . 
At this stage in the lives of men, the 
mind passes rapidly from one condition 
to another. Particularly is this trne if 
atudy havo been tho mood and genius 
the attribute of the person concerned. 

The ambition of tho young officer now 
■hot out in several directions. Deeply 
impressed with tho famo and power of 
the great authors whose writings just 
then were setting tho world aflame, he, 
too, would be an author! Such was tho 
quality of this singular personnge th;it 
he never distrusted himself in anything. 
Before tho end of his eighteenth year ho 
conceived himself able and qualified to 
write a histiry ! Corsica should be his 
theme. He would write the annals of 
his native land in so philosophical a

In the iniitst of tho fitful gleams of 
this erratic life may be seen burning the 
coals of that furnace heat which the 
rears have not yet extinguished. The 
student Bonaparte became a pale, living 
reality. He supplied himself with the 
works of the leading authors of the age, 
and devoured them with the rapacity of 
one starving He made himself familiar 
with the writings of Voltaire and Meek- 
er. Tho ono he followed through tbe 
maans of the new French learning, and 
tbe other through tbe intricacies of prac- 
tical finance. For months together, in 
bis lodgings and about the barracks, he 
might be seen, with book in hand, mut- 
tering as be read, penciling tbe margins, 
approving and condemning the doctrine, 
aooordiug to his judgment or whim. 
Tbere never was a time In his life when 
be swept within his grasp a greater 
amount of intellectual products than 
daring tbe after part of 1780 and the 
first half of tbe following year. 

Coincident with tbe date of tbe Lyons 
episode, came a military order sending 
the Hegimeut La Fere from Valenoe to 
Dunai, in French Flanders, three hun- 
dred and ninety miles distant. Hera Na- 
poleon found himself exposed to Uorth- 
*A. blasts and unfamiliar hardships, In 
hia correspondence ba complains bit*er- 
ly of bis sltuatlun. He got a fever of 
both mind .aud body, and the effects ol 
it lasted for several years. Hia aubap- 
pinoss became extreme, and be sought 
by every means iu bis power to eeoape 
horn tbe situation. He would get away 



of Corsica than on the emptiness of Ma- 
dame Bonaparte's cuisine — more on tho 
woes of Ajrceio than on thoso of his 
brothers' and sisters' stomachs.

Litoraturo was 
thus mixed with affairs; fiction flourish- 
ed at tho meager meals which Madame 
Bonaparte « as able to set for hor fam- 
ily; and anathemasof Joseph's unprofit- 
able wine-shop were illuminated with 
paragraphs about the glories of robel- 
lion. 

Bonaparte's leave of alutence— so ea- 
gerly sough t— soon became an In tolera ble 
to him as to tho rest. His papor gave 
him privilege to be away from his com- 
mand for six months; but before the end 
of the fourth mouth — inventing casuis- 
tical reasons — he impatiently left Corsi- 
ca to rejoin Ins company. During his 
stay iu the island, ho iiad accomplished 
something — something that would havo 
been much ll any other. Ho had induced 
tbe Frouoh iuteudant to n (/»•«« to allow 
his mother's claim. He had pushed for- 
ward the inert Joseph to try the hw as 
a profession, and bad seen him installed 
at Bastia. He bad urged upon his gouty 
uncle tbe necessity of patriotism 1 He 
had drawn up and submitted a systom 
of const defenses for the principal ports 
of tbe island. He had prepared a scheme 
for the creation of an insular army. He 
bad studied and written incessantly ut 
a furious speed, completing bis Oriental 
novel and his "History of Corsica." 
The latter was cast in the epistolary 
form, and was dedicated toMouseiguear 
Marbceof, r ow promoted to the Bee of 

Mean u him the Regiment La Fere had 
been ordered from Douai, to Auxoune, 
in Cote d'Or, 183 miles from Paris. 
Thither Napoleon repaired, to rejoin his 
command, in the last week of May, 1 788. 
He took with bun tbe manuscript of his 
"History of Corsica," seeking a pub- 
lisher, but finding none, either at Va- 



anywbere else in tl 
forever. 

It would bo impossible to define the 
mental condition of Napoleon at this 
stage of bis development. Politically — 
for though a soldier be was always a 
politician — he weut baiting betweeu 
two forces. The one tendency drew him 
powerfully towards tbe local indtpend- 
enoe of bis native island. This involved 
hatred of tbe conquest and annexation 
of Corsica to France, It also involved 
hatred of France itself; of tbo Frenob 
race; and of tbe French monarchy 
in particular. But tbe other tendency 
drew Franueward with equal stress. It 
was from tbe powerful fact of France 
that all benefits had thus far flowed to 
the family of Bonaparte. By France he 
had himself been educated. Besides, 
Corsica, even as au independent state, 
was a limited field of action. France is 
Hi eat France offers world-wide diatiuo- 
lion.

There baa been a great deal ssld about 
the roatla in the county in the past few 
weeka, and the general expression of 

ie people is that something might to be 

The present rornl law has, so far a* 
Breckenridge county Is concerned, prov- 
en a {allure, as will any law that is as 
me-sided and unfair. I nder the exist- 
ng law the laboring class have to keep 
in repair lor the tax-payer, and 
that tact. It is almost im- 
possible lor a road overseer to get a day's 
work nut of his hands. II the law as it 
now is conld be enforced we could have 
Md roads, but we have 'tried it long 
lough now to know it can not be made 

The new law is worthy of a trial and 
should the Fiscal Court adopt it, and it 
doea not prove what we expect of it they 
the power to repeal it at the next 
term ol court There are some very 
good features in it, snd especially for the 
laboring man. Under tbe present law, a 
i may be warned out for roa.l work 
days in each week until the roads 

pay $1 DO poll tax. and at the present 
if farm labor, fifty cent* per day it 
ike him three days or forty-two 
t<> earn 91.50. If the new law be 
adopted and a head tax be added of $1.00 
mil a nominal sum on the p-operty say 
en cents on the one hundred dollars 
■fifth of property, the law says that 
light hours shall be a day's work on the 
county roads and that the pay shall be 
$1 00 per day, so in twenty hours or lea 
than one hall the time, the roa.l hands 
nough to settle his 
taxes and he rquare with the county. 
I nder the new law there need not be 
large delinquent tax list each year as 
has been the case, as the supervisor has 
the power anil authority to work all 
delinquents on the roads and in that 
iving to the county Irom 
two to three thousand dollars each year. 

As for the benefits to the property 
holders, they are too numerous to men- 
say nothing ol the pleasure and 
convenience of having good roads. 

Let us get out ol the old rut and show 
ir sister counties that we ore not dead 
ir even asleep but are fully up to the 
times, a live, wide-awake, progressive 
people. Other counties have adopted 
the law and have Iound it a success, and 
'hy should we plod along in the mud 
and mire, when we could have good 
roads for less than the old way costs. 

The court has the power to adopt the 
law and make the levy and if they do 
not do so they will be held accountable 
lor the bad roads ax the people are de- 
manding a change.
